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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  1961. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  has  been  excellent  and  the  vital 
records  satisfactory.  There  has  been  a  rise  in  the  number  of  stillbirths 
over  the  past  few  years,  and  this  has  been  reflected  in  the  increased 
perinatal  death  rate. 

There  have  been  few  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  and,  apart  from  measles 
infections  play  a  small  part  in  the  health  of  the  community. 

The  increased  interest  of  the  community  in  the  well  being  of  older 
people  has  led  to  the  provision  of  excellent  housing  at  Hampton  Court  Flats 
and  at  Leader  Road.  A  rest  room  in  the  town  would  bo  a  boon  to  older  folks 
not  only  on  shopping  expeditions  but  also  as  a  social  centre  where  those 
without  friends  and  relatives  may  meet, 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  Officers,  and  especially  to 
Mr.  Pickering  for  continued  help  and  advice.

There  are  nine  dairies  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1959# 

It  is  very  diffioult  to  get  at  offenders  for  education  purposes  in  food 
hygiene  in  this  town  because  of  seasonal  activities.  During  the  winter  when  owners 
and  staff  have  time  to  spare  for  thinking  of  improvements  in  both  methods  . 
and  apparatus,  the  offenders  are  no  longer  employed  in  the  town  being  only  seasonal 
workers  coming  from  distant  parts  of  the  Country.  The  only  thing  which  can  be 
done  under  those  circumstances  is  ”on  the  spot”  talks  when  offenders  are  found, 
and  regular  and  persistant  visits,  particularly  to  the  offenders  place  of  business. 

Talks  with  film  demonstrations  during  the  winter  are  held  for  the  benefit  of 
traders  and  their  staff,  and  housewives  are  encouraged  to  take  an  interest  by 
these  methods. 

Visits  to  food  preparing  promises  during  the  year  were  2,051  and  this  number 
included  177  visits  to  ice  cream  premises,  which  are  very  much  patronised.  There 
is  very  little  ice  cream  sold  other  than  wrapped,  and  152  samples  were  taken  during 
the  year  under  review.

The  town  has  had  its  biennial  measles  outbreak.  Within  the  next  few 
years  a  safe  vaccine  should  be  available  for  general  use.  The  present 
experimental  vaccine  gives  some  severe  reactions  and  is  not  suitable  for 
distribution. 

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION 

One  hundred  and  twenty  one  persons  were  given  primary  vaccination  and  twenty 
six  were  re  vaccinated.  The  vaccinal  state  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

Ample  supplies  of  vaccine  were  availabe  until  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
when  the  possible  introduction  of  oral  vaccine  led  to  a  run  down  in  supplies. 

The  response  of  people  over  the  age  of  20  has  been  poor.  The  overall 
percentage  of  those  in  the  permissible  age  groups  who  have  completed  a  course  of 
vaccination  is  56$.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER 

The  whole  of  Newquay  Urban  District  is  within  the  area  supplied  by  the 
Newquay  and  District  Water  Company,  and  there  are  now  only  fifteen  houses  which 
are  not  supplied  by  that  Company  with  piped  water.  These  fifteen  houses  are  in 
the  semi  rural  parts  of  the  District  and  the  cost  of  laying  supply  pipes  to  the 
houses  is  the  factor  which  keeps  then  still  dependant  upon  spring  or  stream  for 
their  supply. 

There  are  4202  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains  in  the  District  in 
which  live  approximately  10,000  people  during  the  winter.  This  population  rises 
to  some  40,000  dering  the  peak  of  the  summer  season. 

There  is  now  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  stored  in  the  Porth  Reservoir 
to  maintain  supplies  to  the  town  in  case  of  drought,  but  the  stream  between  the 
reservoir  and  the  place  from  which  water  is  pumped  into  the  mains  is  still  grossly 
polluted,  and  the  safety  of  the  supply  depends  entirely  upon  treatment  at  Rialton 
Pumping  Station. 

There  is  a  covered  reservoir  of  three  million  gallons  capacity  at  Quintrell 
Downs  which  is  able  to  maintain  a  filtered  water  supply  to  the  town  by  gravitation 
for  two  days  in  the  summer  season  in  case  of  breakdown  of  pumping  machinery. 

We  had  no  complaints  during  the  year  of  unsatisfactory  taste  or  smell  of 
the  water,  which  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  all  treated  water  now  has 
a  resting  period  of  at  least  two  days  before  being  put  into  supply.  No 
bacteriological  samples  of  raw  water  before  treatment  and  44  bacteriological 
samples  of  water  going  into  supply  were  taken  by  Water  Company  staff,  who  also 
took  two  samples  for  chemical  analysis.  These  samples  were  all  satisfactory. 

The  Public  Health  Department  staff  took  101  bacteriological  samples  which 
were  all  .  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Ten  bacteriological  samples 

were  taken  from  private  sources  of  which  four  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
After  action  was  taken  and  advice  given  further  samples  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

There  is  no  plumbo  solvent  action  by  the  water, 

BATHING  POOLS 

Private  bathing  pools  in  hotel  grounds  are  becoming  more  popular  and  there 
are  now  four  in  the  town,  all  of  which  are  inspected  regularly  and  from  which 
frequent  samples  of  water  are  taken. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE

There  has  been  quite  a  lot  of  house  building  during  the  year  and  all  these 
new  houses  were  connected  with  the  sewer.  There  is  some  overloading  which  causes 
overflows  to  work  during  even  slight  showers,  and  some  lengths  of  sewer  are  in

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need  of  enlargement. 

Manhole  covers  are  regularly  taken  up  and  greased  during  sewer  inspections 
and  during  the  year  686  inspections  of  sewers  and  drains  have  been  made. 

RIVER  AND  STREAM  POLLUTION 

The  boating  lake  at  Trenance  and  the  stream  which  runs  into  it  are  still 
polluted  by  drainage  from  the  disused  tip  at  Trevenson  and  from,  the  out  of  date 
sewage  works  at  Trencreek,  and  the  two  streams  at  Watergate  and  Porth  are  also 
polluted  by  septic  tank  effluents. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  are  under  the  control  of  the  Council's 
Survey  qr.,^  the  tip  at  present  in  use  being  semi  swamp  land  near  Trevemper 
BridgeJ/^Xri  returned  to  the  owner  as  good  arable  land,  I  am  still  of 
opinion  that,  land  which  is  reclaimed  by  tipping  should  be  under  the 

control  of  the  Council  when  it  becomes  valuable  land  at  the  end  of  the  tipping 
period. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Public  Conveniences  owned  by  the  Council  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Council's  Surveyor,  but  fifty  two  visits  of  inspection  were  made  by  this 
Department's  Officers  during  the  year,  The  Council  has  built  two  new  sets  of 
public  conveniences  during  the  year,  but  there  is  still  need  for  more*

RODENT  CONTRA!, 

The  Council  employs  a  full  time  rodent  operative.  During  the  year  the 
whole  of  the  sewerage  system  has  been  test  baited  for  the  presence  of  rats,  and 
only  in  three  places  have  rats  been  found.  These  places  were  poison  baited 
and  bodies  wore  recovered.  The  whole  system  will  be  examined  again  next 
year. 

INSECT  PESTS 

We  are  called  upon  fairly  frequently  to  identify  insects  etc  which  are 
found  in  different  places,  and  also  to  destroy  infestations  ranging  from  steam 
beetles  to  wasps, 

A  charge  is  made  in  the  case  of  business  premises  where  infestations  are 
cleared,  and  we  have  complaints  of  fleas  from  boarding  houses  etc,,  which  we 
deal  with  by  spraying  and  stoving; 

TRENANCE  LAKE  WEED 

The  beating  lake  at  ’Lrenance  is  infested  with  a  water  weed  which  if  left 
alone  would  soon  present  any  boating  taking  place,  but  we  have  been  successful 
in  not  only  keeping  down  the  weed,  but  have  actually  stopped  its  growth  by 
means  of  a  chemical  weed  killer.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Rivers 
Pollution  Prevention  Board  and  to  the  Rivers  Fishing  Officer,  and  after  a 
visit  their  Officer  agreed  that  the  treatment  was  permissible.
